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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . In response to the previous office action, Applicant has amended claims 22 and 
24 and cancelled claims 21 and 23. Claims 1-14, 22, and 24-32 have been examined. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

2. The terminal disclaimers filed on 28 March 2008 disclaiming the terminal portion 
of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration 
dates of any patents granted on U.S. Patent Applications Nos. 10/457,091; 10/697,645 
(now U.S. Patent No. 7,373,665); 10/687,694; and 10/833,057 have been reviewed and 
are accepted. The terminal disclaimers have been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-14, 22, and 24-32 are allowed. 

4. Claim 24 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding claims 1 and 22, though Judge discloses the excluding of nodes from 
countermeasures, no art could be found that recited to limiting of transmissions to a 
specific number of hosts as such a countermeasure. Hursey discloses the limiting of 
outgoing communications to a number of hosts that exceed a threshold, but this is done 
on a per transaction basis rather than per unit time (see Hursey, paragraph 33). 

Claims 2-14 and 25-32 are allowed based upon their dependence upon claims 1 
and 22. 

Regarding claim 24, no art could be art found that suggested throttling according 
to a least requested characteristic.
